TARIFF AUTHORITY FOR MAJOR PORTS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 20th October, 1999 

F. No. TAMP/55/99-NMPT. —In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 48 of the Major 
Port Trust Act, 1963 (Act 38 of 1963), the Tariff Authority for Major Ports hereby revises the charges 
for water supply to ships at the New Mangalore Port Trust as in the Order appended hereto.

ORDER 

(Passed on this 30th day of September 1999) 

This case relates to a proposal received from the New Mangalore 
Port Trust (NMPT), about revision of water charges for water supply to the ships 
at the NMPT. The proposal is to approve the rate of Rs.100/KL(Tonne) for 
coastal ships and US $3.5 / KL(Tonne) for foreign ships. It has been stated that 
the City Corporation has increased the water supply charges from Rs.l.86 / KL to 
Rs. 12 / KL, which is more than 645% increase. As against this, the port has 
suggested an increase of 163% for coastal vessels and 147% for foreign ships. 
The last revision of water supply charges to ships in NMPT took place on 16 July 
92. The existing and the proposed rates are as under. 
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Existing rate Proposed rate 

Water charges for Coastal ship Rs.38/-/K.L (Tonne) Rs 100/-/K.L. (Tonne) 
Water charges for Overseas ships US$ 2.38/K.L. (Tonne) US$3.50/K.L. (Tonne) 

2- The proposal was subjected to the usual consultative process. In 

this Case, comments were called for from the INSA, SCI, MRPL, Kanara CCI, 
KIOCL and Larsen & Toubro Limited. Comments received from the following 
port users / representative bodies of port users are summarised below: 

KIOCL 


They do not have any specific comments in the matter. 
Kanara CCi 


(i) . The percentage of water consumption by ships is only 8%. As 

such, the proposed increase is not acceptable. 

(ii) . At times, there is no pressure in the water mains and vessels sail 

out without adequate water supply. 

(iii). They have suggested that the cost of water should not be more 
than Rs.75/- / KL(Tonne) for coastal vessels and US $ 3.00/KL 
(Tonne) for foreign going vessels. 

INM 

(i) . Water supply to ships should be treated as a facility. 

(ii) . Port should disclose detailed costing and charge on no profit no 

loss basis. 

Mangalore Steamer Agent’s Association 

(i). The cost of water supply to the ship should not be more than 
Rs.75/- per 1000 liters for Coastal Ships and US$ 3.00 per 1000 
liters for foreign vessels. 

SCI 

(i). The charges for water supply at the NMPT are already very high 
and the proposed increase is substantial. 
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(ii) . The costing done by the NMPT is not correct. The city corporation 

has increased their rates from Rs.1.86 to Rs.12/- per Tonne i.e. an 
increase of Rs. 10.14 per tonne. They have, therefore, stated that 
the proposed increase by the port is too steep. 

(iii) . Any increase in water charges should be commensurate with the 

actual increase levied by City Corporation to NMPT, that is, 
Rs.10.14 per tonne or its equivalent in US$. 

3. The comments received from the KIOCL, Kanara CCI, SCI and 

INSA were sent to the NMPT. In their reply, the Port has stated as under: 

(i) . The facility exits for supply of water to the vessels. The allegation, 

about low pressure is not correct. As the water is supplied from the 
same overhead tanks during day time and night. 

(ii) . The residents are using only 18.26% of the water drawn from the 

City Corporation and major portion of this is met from ports own 
sources (open wells and bore wells). 

(iii) . The expenses of the water supply facility is treated as a cost centre 

and the rates are proposed to make it self financing, so that the 
burden need not be loaded on other services. 


(iv) . The proposed rates of Rs.150/- per KL (Tonne) for coastal vessels 

and US $ 5.00 per KL (Tonne) for foreign vessel has since been 
reduced to Rs.100/- per KL (Tonne) for coastal vessels and US $ 
3.5 per KL (Tonne) for foreign vessels, respectively. As such the 
rates, the rates proposed by the Port are reasonable. 

(v) . The cost calculation on the basis of no profit no loss basis comes to 

Rs.168.88/KL (Tonne). 


4 , It was decided that there is no need for a joint hearing in this case. 

On the basis of the analysis of the above, the following points 

emerge: 

(i). There is a case of revision of water charges for water supply to the 
ships at the NMPT as the last revision took place on 16.7.92. 
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(ii) . The increase has been necessitated because of an increase in 

water charges by the City Corporation by more than 645%. As 
against this, the proposal is for an increase of 163% for coastal and 
147% for foreign ships. 

(iii) . The financial implications involved in the proposal are nominal 

6. The Authority noted that water rates had been increased by the 

Mangalore Municipal Authority (MMA) by over 600% whereas the enhancement 
proposed by the NMPT worked out only to 163% for coastal vessels and 147% 
for foreign going ships. In the normal course, there should have been no 
objection to this proposal at all. Apparently, some elements were disgruntled on 
the ground that employees of the NMPT were being supplied with water at a 
much lower rate. The Authority found this to be a flippant objection. Based on a 
collective application of mind to the totality of information collected in the case, 
the proposal of the NMPT about charges for water supply to ships is approved as 
under: 

Water charges for coastal ships : Rs.100.00/K.L./Tonne 

Water charges of foreign going ships : US$ 3.50/ K.L/Tonne
